_ FEW STRAY SHOTS FIRED AT MALOLOS 


Opinion Expressed That the Back- 
bone of the Insurrection Is Broken, 
Though Spaniards Refuse to 
Take This View. 


Manila, April 3.—The 
troops under Gen. MacArthur are still 
resting at Malolos, where everything 
has been quiet. Hostilities elsewhere 
—so far as officially reported—have 


| been limited during the last 24 hours to 


an occasional exchage of shots between 
the insurgeiits and the troops forming 
the lines of Gen. Lawton and Gen. Hall, 
extending from the waterworks to La 
Lonia. But this sheoting has been just 
active enough to make the lives of the 
soldiers a burden, and to compel the 
ollicers to sleep in trenches, clothed and 
in readiness to repel possible attacks. © 

Backbone of Rebellion Broken. 

Most of the Americans are becoming 
convinced that the backbone of the in- 
surgent opposition is broken. There 
are numerous rumors pointing to an 
early collapse of the insurrection. One 
of these is that Gen. Pio Del Piler, the 
best fighter among the Filipino officers, 
will desert Aguinaldo and give his sup- 
port to the Americans. 

Spaniards Don’t Believe It. 

The Spaniards, reasoning from their 
experience of the natives, refuse to be- 
lieve that the rebellion is anywhere 
near put down. They declare that the 
Filipinos will not take their defeat at 
Malolos, with the loss of the city and 
the removal of their so-called govern- 
ment, seriously at heart. On the con- 
trary, the Spaniards predict that the in- 
surgents will hover near the American 
lines, bothering them as much as possi- 
ble, and when attacked in force, dis- 
solve, only to reappear at other points. 
This sort of tactics—the Spaniards say 
~-will be followed until the wet season 
compels the Americans to be housed in 
barracks, and then the Filipinos will 
return and occupy such towns as the 
United States troops do not garrison. 
With the next dry season a repetition 
of the present operations will begin. 
Lime alone will show how much there is 
in this theory; but, as against it, it 
must be borne in mind that the Span- 
iards, in all their domination of the 
Philippines, never gave the inhabitants 
a demonstration of power comparable 
in effectiveness to that given them by 
the United States. 

l Ready to Give Up. 

A priest and two members of the so- 
called Filipino congress, who hid them- 
selves in the woods during the fight- 
ing, which preceded the capture of 
Malolos, returned there this morning 
and declared that 2,000 of the Filipino 
soldiers were anxious to give up fight- 
ing and would do so but for their of- 
ficers, who keep them under arms. 

` The whole country between Malolos 
and Caloocan is now full of friendless 
women, children and old people, who 
are returning to their homes, carrying 
white flags. The Americans are trying 
to gain the confidence of the inhab- 
itants by proving to them that if they 
will return and attend to their or- 
dinary work peacefully, no harm will 
befall them. Two hundred and fifty 
Civilians came back to their homes in 
Malolos Saturday evening. Two thou- 
sand women and children, with a 
sprinkling of unarmed men, supposed 
to be warriors, came to the outskirts 
of Malolos on the seaside of the city 
and afterwards sneaked away, carrying 
all the goods they could. 

Montana Claims the Honor. 

There has been no little good natured 
rivalry as to which regiment—the First 
Montana or the Twentieth Kansas—is 
entitled to the honor of having raised 
its flag first in Malolos. Col. Funston 
and 20 men of company E, Kansas vol- 
unteers, claim the distinction, on the 
ground, as already cabled, of having 
entered the town at double quick and 
raised the company’s flag, but the 
first to be recognized officially was 
that of company G, of the Montana in- 
fantry. 

Location of Filipino Capital. 

The Filipino capital is now at San 
Fernando, at the northern end of the 
railway line. Malolos, where the Amer- 
ican troops are now, is about half way 
between Manila and San Fernando. 
Chinese who have been at the latter 
place report that Aouinaldo has onlv

Every development shows the fraud 
and incapacity of the Filipino govern- 
ment. It is simply a case of armed 


Tagalos oppressing the rest of the pop- 


ulation. Patriotism has since 
died out 
Brigandage, Not War. 

The warfare is now nothing but 
brigandage on a large scale. The bands 
that are attacking the American lines 
to the east and south of Manila are 
operating independently. The Philip- 
pine republic is a thing of the past. 
The question is now one of suppress- 
ing a number of more or less powerful 
bandits. Aguinaldo’s official newspa- 
per announced in its last issue that the 
insurgents. killed 3,000 Americans and 
wounded 2,000 more in three days. 

Agoncillo Talking Again. 

Paris, April 3——Agoncillo, the. agent 
of Aguinaldo, in the course of an in- 
terview published Sunday in La Patrie 

“The capture of Malolos is not as im- 
portant as the Americans are trying to 
make it appear. The Filipino government 
had already determined upon removal to 
San Fernando, and a small detachment of 
troops was left with orders to burn the 
town, and thus to draw the Americans in- 
land. Two months of rain and fever will 
save the Filipinos their ammunition and «

He charges Maj. Gen. Otis with open- 
ing the hostilities and holds the Ameri- 
cans responsible for the transfer of the 
Spanish prisoners and for preventing 
the Filipinos negotiating a treaty with 
Spain.

Otis to Push His Campaizn. 

Washington, April 3.—With informa- 
tion showing that the insurgent army 
is disorganized, and with the announce- 
ment from Gen. Otis of his intention te 
continue an active campaign, the au- 
thorities express themselves as very 
well satisfied with the situation in th. 
Philippines. 

Won’t Bring Back Dead Now. 

Washington, April 3.—Adjt. Gen. 
Corbin cabled Gen. Otis saying that the 
secretary of war desired if possible that 
the dead of the present campaign be 
returned to the’ United States on the 
early transports, and asked the opin- 
ion of the general on the subjeet. 

Gen. Otis cabled Saturday that it 
would be impossible to send the bod- 
ies home now. The climatic condi- 
tions are such as to make it dangerous 
to the health of the people who would 
handle the bodies. He was of the opin- 
ion that six months later the remains 
of the dead could be returned to the 
United States.

But this sheoting has been just 
active enough to make the lives of the 
Soldiers a burden, and to compel the 
ollicers to sleep in trenches, clothed and 
in readiness to repel possible attacks. © 
Backbone of Rebellion Broken. 

Most of the Americans are becoming 
convinced that the backbone of the in- 
surgent opposition is broken. There 
are numerous rumors pointing to an 
early collapse of the insurrection. One 
of these is that Gen. Pio Del Piler, the 
best fighter among the Filipino officers, 
will desert Aguinaldo and give his sup- 
port to the Americans. 

Spaniards Don’t Believe It. 

The Spaniards, reasoning from their 
experience of the natives, refuse to be- 
lieve that the rebellion is anywhere 
near put down. They declare that the 
Filipinos will not take their defeat at 
Malolos, with the loss of the city and 
the removal of their so-called govern- 
ment, seriously at heart. On the con- 
trary, the Spaniards predict that the in- 
surgents will hover near the American 
lines, bothering them as much as possi- 
ble, and when attacked in force, dis- 
solve, only to reappear at other points. 
This sort of tactics—the Spaniards say 
—-will be followed until the wet season 
compels the Americans to be housed in 
barracks, and then the Filipinos will 
return and occupy such towns as the 
United States troops do not garrison. 
With the next dry season a repetition 
of the present operations will begin. 
Lime alone will show how much there is 
in this theory; but, as against it, it 
must be borne in mind that the Span- 
iards, in all their domination of the 
Philippines, never gave the inhabitants 
a demonstration of power comparable 
in effectiveness to that given them by 
the United States. 

Ready to Give Up. 

A priest and two members of the so- 
called Filipino congress, who hid them- 
selves in the woods during the fight- 
ing, which preceded the capture of 
Malolos, returned there this morning 
and declared that 2,000 of the Filipino 
soldiers were anxious to give up fight- 
ing and would do so but for their of- 
ficers, who keep them under arms. 
The whole country between Malolos 
and Caloocan is now full of friendless 
women, children and old people, who 
are returning to their homes, carrying 
white flags. The Americans are trying 
to gain the confidence of the inhab- 
itants by proving to them that if they 
will return and attend to their or- 
dinary work peacefully, no harm will 
befall them. Two hundred and fifty 
civilians came back to their homes in 
Malolos Saturday evening. Two thou- 
sand women and children, with a 
sprinkling of unarmed men, supposed 
to be warriors, came to the outskirts 
of Malolos on the seaside of the city 
and afterwards sneaked away, carrying 
all the goods they could. 

Montana Claims the Honor. 

There has been no little good natured 
rivalry as to which regiment—the First 
Montana or the Twentieth Kansas—is 


| entitled to the honor of having raised 


its flag first in Malolos. Col. Funston 
and 20 men of company E, Kansas vol- 
unteers, claim the distinction, on the 
ground, as already cabled, of having 
entered the town at double quick and 
raised the company’s flag, but the 
first to be recognized officially was 
that of company G, of the Montana in- 
fantry. 
Location of Filipino Capital, 
The Filipino capital is now at San 


‘Fernando, at the northern end of the 


railway line. Malolos, where the Amer- 
ican troops are now, is about half way 
between Manila and San Fernando. 
Chinese who have been at the latter 
place report that Aguinaldo has only 
1,400 men left with him at the new capi- 
tal. 

Aguinaldo and his staff were the very 
first to leave Malolos, taking a special 
train on the railway to a place of safe- 
ty. Prisoners say that the natives re- 
fused to obey Aguinaldo’s orders and 
make a stand at Malolos, so a retreat 
was of necessity decided upon. 

A great multitude of natives who 
have been driven northward are anx- 
ious to return home, but are held back 
by armed Tagalos. This homeless pop- 
ulation has sent a committee to plead 
with the Filipino government to make 
peace. Prisoners declare that before 
the people will consent to be driven 
into the mountains by Aguinaldo they 
will force him to surrender or break 
through the native lines. 

It is evident that the native forces 
are scattered, with but little hope of re- 
organization. The fleeing Tagalos can- 
not be located by the American scouts. 
The former cannot retreat much far- 
ther to the north before passing out of 
the Tagalon country and getting into 
the confines of the hostile tribes in the 
provinces of Tarlac and Pangasinan. 
The only safe line of retreat now left 
to Aguinaldo and his followers is east- 
ward into the mountains of the prov- 
ince of Neuva Ecija.

of Aguinaldo, in the course of an in- 
terview published Sunday in La Patrie 
Says: : | 

“The. capture of Malolos is not as im- 
portant as the. Americans are trying to 
make it appear. The Filipino government 
had already determined upon removal to 
San Fernando, and a small detachment of 
troops was left with orders to burn the 
town, and thus to draw the Americans in- 
land. Two months of rain and fever will 
save the Filipinos their ammunition and « 
good deal of trouble, and the war will not 
end while a single Filipino remains to bear 
arms.” 


He charges Maj. Gen. Otis with open- 
ing the hostilities and holds the Ameri- 
cans responsible for the transfer of the 
Spanish prisoners and for preventing | 
the Filipinos negotiating a treaty with 
Spain. Agoncillo is confined to his 
room with the influenza. 

Otis to Push His Campaign. 

Washington, April 3.—With informa- 
tion showing that the insurgent army 
is disorganized, and with the announce- 
ment from Gen. Otis of his intention te 
continue an active campaign, the au- 
thorities express themselves as very 
well satisfied with the situation in th. 
Philippines. 

Won’t Hring Back Dead Now. 

Washington, April 3.—Adjt. Gen. 
Corbin cabled Gen. Otis saying that the 
secretary of war desired if possible that 
the dead of the present campaign be 
returned to the’ United States on the 
early transports, and asked the opin- 
ion of the general on the subjeet. 

Gen. Otis cabled Saturday that it 
would be impossible to send the bod- 
ies home now. The climatice condi- 
tions are such as to make it dangerous 
to the health of the people who would 
handle the bodies. He was of the opin- 
ion that six months later the remains 
of the dead could be returned to the 
United States.

THE CHICAGO ELECTION. 


Interesting ‘'Three-Cornered Fight 
Over the Mayoralty—Claims of 
the Various Parties. 


Chicago, April 3.—The municipal 
campaign was practically closed Sat- 
urday night, both parties holding large 
meetings in all parts of the city. Both 
the democrats and republicans claim 
to be confident of the outcome, but at 
the same time the practical men in both 
parties admit that it is exceedingly dif- 
ficult to forecast correctiy the result of 
the vote on Tuesday. The unknown 
quantity in the compaign is the vote to 
be polled by the independent demo- 
cratic candidate, ex-Gov. Altgeld. The 
republicans admit that a heavy vote for 
Altgeld is their main chance for elec- 
tion by splitting the democratic vote. 
The democrats claim that Mayor Har- 
rison is certain of reelection, and that 
he will receive 170,000 votes, Carter 
(rep.), 120,000 and they allow but 20,- 
000 to Altgeld. The republican man- 
agers Claim for Carter 125,000 votes, 


give Harrison 110,000 and allow Altgeld 


a total of 75,000. The election commis- 
sioners estimate a total vote of 310,000. 
The republicans claim that Altgeld will 
gain enough votes from Harrison to 
give Carter a clear plurality. In the 
opinion of most men not directly inter- 
ested in the actual work of the cam- | 
paign, Harrison will be elected, al- 
though the size of the Altgeld vote is 
admitted to be aconundrum. The Alt- 
geld men claim that the ex-governor 
will be elected, but they are chary with 
their figures, and are more inclined to | 
make broad statements than to enter | 
into particulars. The next city council 
will undoubtedly be democratic, the 
candidates of that party having appar- 
ently a good chance for election in the 
larger number of wards.

economic basis whatever, then he will 
- have completely answered the single tax 
: argument. But until he can furnish 
such proof, ‘he,’ not single taxers, 
must bear the ignomy of upholding 

robbery. 

The basis of ownership of anything is 


production by the owner, rendering of | 
- equivalent services by him, through one 


or more exchanges, to the producer, or 
by gift. 

No authoritative economist will con- 
_ tend that there is any such basis to the 
landholder’s claim to the ownership of 
the value of land, irrespective of im- 
provements, that value, which econo- 
mists call rent. — ee 

The entire economiic justification of 
the single tax doctrine is contained in 
Ricardo’s law of rent, which is laid 
. down and demonstrated in all standard 


= books on political economy and which is 
universally taught in colleges and uni- | 


versities. All that single taxers propose 
beyond what the schools teach, is to ap- 
ply the moral principle of taking the 
entire rental value of land, which is 
created by population collectively, for 
government purposes.

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Made Their Appearance at 
the Eleventh Hour. 


A Fake Circular is Spread Broadcast 
in the First, Sixth and Seventh 
Wards—A Vicious Attack on Judge 
Kinne. 


Election day opened with ideal weath- 
er, and the eleventh-hour roor-a-backers 
were out in full force. 

Up University hill Col. Judson and his 
rough riders are making a galiant 
charge this afternoon to save the Re- 
publican ticket from defeat. If ever 
Billy Judson thas worked assiduously in 
his life it has been today. He nas con- 
fined hiis entire attention to the Third 
and Fourth wards and is making a 
heroic effort to off-set the cutting which 
the Republican ticket is certainly re- 
ceiving in the First, Sixth and Seventh 
wards. 

Judging from the length of time which 
nearly every voter takes in the booth, 
the straight tickets will be in the minor- 
ity when the boxes are opened at 5:30 
this afternoon. : 

The First, Sixth and Seventh wards 
were flooded with circulars, the purport 
of which:iwas an attempt to turn the 
voters of those precincts away from: the 
Republican ticket on the ground that if 
the G. O. P. won out it would mean that 
it was a personal victory for Billy Jud- 
son. It was an anonymous letter from 
a “Republican?” saying that Judson was 
fighting for his political life and that 
Pingree had said that he must elect 
“his”? ticket in Ann Arbor or he would 
not be appointed to the wardenship at 
Jackson. It was plainly a fake, but 
2,000 were distributed in the above dis- 
tricts and it may have had the effect 
of defeating the entire Republikan tick- 
et. If the G. O. P. does win out against 
such contemptible campaign methods, 
it will be a big wonder, as they were 
given no opportunity of answering the 
circular, coming as it did at the last 
moment in the campaign. 

Another roor-a-back is the distribu- 
tion of thousands of slanderous circu- 
Tars iin the townships against Judge 
Kinne. The circular is not anonymous, 
like the other, but is signed by Wilfred 
Eames, the man who has been defeated 
in the celebrated Morgan. estate mat- 
ter. This circular ‘had probably no ef- 
fect whatever on the election. Judge 
Kinne is too well known in this section 
at least to have hïs character attacked 
in any such way. People rather laughed 
at Mr. Eames’ effusion. 

“The Second ward also saw a roor-a- 
back. Cards were distributed ‘which 
stated the following: ‘‘Please vote for 
John-kKoch for alderman. He pays his 
men 11 cents ani hour.’’ Mr. Koch 
threatens the prosecution of its author 
for slander. : :

This Philippine Delicacy ? 


The New York Journal Says He 
‘Testifies That They Do Not Taste 
Quite as Bad as They Smell—Some 
Queer Dishes.. 


Readers of the New York Journal, es- 
pecially. Ann Arbor readers, wonder if 
Prof, Worcester has actually partaken 
of a feast of raw bats with the Filipinos. 
-In giving some information of their 
cuisine, the Journal says: 
Fruit-eating bats are a very common 
and much relished article of diet among 
the islanders. These weird creatures 
often attain a breadth of five feet across 
the wings. Their bodies are as large as 
those of good-sized dogs. They are 
found in greatest abundance in mango 
swamps. During the heat of the day 
they hang head down'ward by one wing 
and fan. themselves with the other. At 


A bat will col- 
lide with a man ‘with sufficient force to 
knock him down. 

Some natives eat the bats raw, but 
others disembowel them and brail them 
on spits. They ‘have a musty 
when raw, but Professor Worcester tes- 
tifies that they do not taste quite as 
bad as they smell. 

Monkeys of many kinds are much 
relished by the Filipinos. A favorite 
way of cooking the monkey is to impale 
him on a bamiboo cane, the end of which 
is stuck in the ground so as to lean for- 
ward over the rire. In this position the 
monkey looks painfully like a human 
being who is being roasted alive. The 
monkey is tough and has very little 
flesh, but is otherwise not offensive. 

All kinds of snakes are eaten by the 
natives. They cook them in a heated: 
stone oven such as is used by Ameri- 
cans at their clambakes. The native 
hollows a place in the ground, fills it 
with stones and then builds a fire in it. 
After the fire has burned out, he clears 
away the ashes and puts in the snake, 
cut into neat lengths, on the hot stones. 
. There is no greater delicacy, in the 
view of the Filipinos, than: a certain 
kind of fat white water beetle which 
grows in stagnant pools. These beetles 
bring 50 cents a dozen, an’ enormous 
price in the Philippines. They are 
cooked on a brochette—like -chickens 
livers by Frenchmen. 

Fried locusts are considered almost as 
great a delicacy. as these beetles. They 
look like large grasshoppers and are a 
reddish brown in color. They are a ter- 
ror to the planters, but the laborers 
long for them, asking the priests to 
pray for them. |

William Perrine gives a graphic pic- 
ture of Washington’s memorable win- 


ter of suffering at Valley Forge in the. 


Ladies’ Home Journal. ‘Sentinels 
pacing in the snow on the outposts 
took off their caps and stood in them 
to save their feet from freezing,” he 
writes. “Here and there could be 
found even officers in a sort of dress- 


_ing gown made of old woolen bed- 


covers. The stout-hearted women of 
New Jersey sent their quilted clothes 
as Christmas presents, with the pa- 
triotic jest that as women were said 
sometimes to wear the trousers, so 
now there would be an excuse for men 
who might wear the petticoats. 
Washington, who never exagger- 
ated, said that few men had more 
than one shirt, many only half a one, 
and some none at all. Nearly 3,000 
men were bare-footed, and occasional- 
ly might be seen a soldier who was all 
but naked. Sometimes there was 
nothing to eat in the camp but rotten 
salted herrings. Men. were known:to 
snatch at the dough of half-baked 
cakes in the kitchens of the farmers’ 
wives.

THE SINGLE TAX. 


Editor Evening Times: 

“Sex,” in his letter in last Friday’s 
Times upon the single tax, bases his as- 
sertion that the single tax would be 
robbery of present land owners upcn 
the assumption that the value of land is 
created by land ‘owners. When he 
proves that the value of any piece of 
land is or was brought into existence by 
the present or any previous owner; 
when. ‘he proves that private ownership 
of land has, or ever had, any moral or 
economic basis whatever, then he will 


. have completely answered the single tax 


argument. But until he can furnish 
such proof, “he,” not single taxers, 
must bear the ignomy of upholding 
robbery. 
The basis of ownership of anything is 


production by the owner, renidering of | 
_ equivalent services by him, through one 


or more exchanges, to the producer, 
by gift. 

No authoritative economist will con- 
tend that there is any such basis to the 
landholder’s claim to the ownership of 
the value of land, irrespective of im- 
provements, that value, which econo- 
mists call rent. 

The entire economiic justification of 
the single tax doctrine is contained in 
Ricardo’s law of rent, which is laid 


or 


, down and demonstrated in all standard 


wa books on political economy and which is 


universally taught in colleges and uni- | 


versities. All that single taxers prolpose 
beyond what the schools teach, is to ap- 
ply the moral principle of taking the 
entire rental value of land, which is 
created by population collectively, for 
government purposes. This will not be 
_robbery, as ‘‘Sex’’ asserts, but will pre- 


vent that perpetual, daily, hourly rob- | 


bery of locking up the land from the 
toiler, of giving to the land owners 
“what ïs not theirs and of taking from 
-the worker ‘‘in taxation? what is his. 
“This is the robbery for which “Sex” 
-seems to be willing to plead. 

Why should land owners be compen- 
sated for what is not, never was and 
never can be theirs? Why should the 


people of the ‘world bond themselves to | 


pay land owners for what already þe- 
longs to the people by natural, inalien- 
‘able right? To pay interest upon bonds 
based upon the value of land would be 
no better than paying interest upon the 
land value itself. Where is the man 
who can prove that the people could 
ever pay the principal of such bonds? 

It is significant that only two serious 
attempts have ever been made, by rep- 
resentative men, to refute the single tax 
doctrine, one by the Duke of Argyl, the 
other by Pope Leo XIII. Both of these 
were completely refuted and answered, 
and they never attem'pted to reply a 
second time. 

I offer to direct anyone, who sincerely

The First, Sixth and Seventh wards 
were flooded with circulars, the purport 
of which- was an attempt to turn. the 
voters of those precincts away from. the 
Republican ticket on the ground that if 
the G. O. P. won out it would mean that 
it was a personal victory for Billy Jud- 
son. It was an anonymous letter from 
a “Republican” saying that Judson was 
fighting for his political life and that 
Pingree had said that he must elect 
“his”? ticket in Ann Arbor or he would 
not be appointed to the wardenship at 
Jackson. It was plainly a fake, but 
2,000 were distributed in the above dis- 
tricts and it may. have had the effect 
of defeating the entire Republikan tick- 
et. If the G. O. P. does win out against 
such contemptible campaign methods, 
it will be a big wonder, as they were 
given no opportunity of ansiwering the 
circular, coming as it did at the last 
moment in the campaign. 

Another roor-a-back is the distribu- 
tion of thousands of slanderous circu- 
lars in the townships against Judge 
Kinne. The circular is not anonymous, 
like the other, but is signed by Wilfred 
Eames, the man who has been defeated 
in the celebrated Morgan. estate mat- 
ter. This circular had probably no ef- 
fect whatever on the election. Judge 
Kinne is too well known in this section 
at least to have his character attacked 
in any such way. People rather laughed 
at Mr. Eames’ effusion.

William Perrine gives a graphic pic- 
ture of Washington’s memorable win- 
ter of suffering at Valley Forge in the. 
Ladies’ Home Journal. ‘Sentinels 
pacing in the snow on the outposts 
took off their caps and stood in them 
to. 
writes. “Here and there could be 
found even officers in a sort of dress- 
ing gown made of old woolen bed- 
covers. The stout-hearted women of 
New Jersey sent their quilted clothes 
as Christmas presents, with the pa- 
triotic jest that as women were said 
sometimes to wear the trousers, so 
now there would be an excuse for men 
who might wear the petticoats. 
Washington, who never exagger- 
ated, said that few men had more 
than one shirt, many only half a one, 
and some none at all. Nearly 3,000 
men were bare-footed, and occasional- 
ly might be seen a soldier who was all 
but naked. Sometimes there was 
nothing to eat in the camp but rotten 
salted herrings. Men. were known:to 
snatch at the dough of half-baked 
cakes in the kitchens of the farmers’ 
wives. The contractors and the com- 
missary agents and the continental 
congress had brought 12,000 men to 


the verge of starvation, and the blood - 


of General Wayne ran hot with rage 
as he looked on his poor fellows, weak 
with hunger.

After a very successful session of a 
week the thirty-second meeting of the 
Michigan Schoolmasters’ club was 
formally adjourned Saturday afternoon.

Of the special conferences, but one, 
physics, was taken up ïn the afternoon, 
when a number of the most interesting 
papers of the program. were read and 
discussed. .

Kelsey, both of the U. of M., on the 
question: ‘‘Should the college course be 
shortened to three years?’’ The discus- 
sion of these papers and the topic in 
general was very spirited, and was led 
by Hon. Levi L. Barbour, of Detroit. 
Librarian B. A. Finney, of the U. of M., 
read a paper on ‘‘Bilbliographic instruc- 
tion in the high school,” and the result- 
ing discussion of the topic was led by 
Librarian H. M. Utley, of Detroit. 

At the business meeting of the club 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, There is now pending before 
the legislature of the state of Michigan 
a bill having for its purpose a change 
in the organization of the public school 
system of thie city of Detroit; 

Resolved, by the Michigan Schoolmas- 
ters’ club in convention assembled, That 
we heartily indorse said measure as be- 
ing calculated to advance the best edu- 
cational interests of the state; 

Resolved, That we -urge upon the 
members of the legislature the speedy 
passage of said Dill. 

‘The annual election of officers in the 
Club resulted as follows: President, Wil- 
liam H. Sherzer, of the Normal; vice- 
president, E. F. Austin, of Owasso; sec- 
retary, J. H. Harris, of Bay City; treas- 
urer, R. S. Garwood, of Marshall; ex- 
ecutive committee, E. O. Marsh, of 
Jackson, ©. C. McLaughlin, of U. of M. 
The club then adjourned to meet in Ann 
Arbor in November. 

The general decision of those who 
have been preosent at the various meet- 
ings incident to this sprinie’s session of 
the Sichoolmasters’ club, is that the 
events have been carried out very suc- 
cessfully. There has been the usual 
number of noted educators from around 
and outside the state, and the character 
of the programs has been well up to.'the 
average of previous meetings.

The habit of shying which horses 
have was often the salvation of a wild 
steed when passing the ambush of 
some enemy. Back-jumping is a relic 
of a means of defense against enemies 
of the leopard kind, which sprang upen 
the backs of their prey. The buck- 
jumping horse puts his head out af 
reach between his forelegs and at the 
same time arches his back and gives a 
series of jolting bounds which would 
make it difficult for a leopard or 
panther to stick on. 

Domestic horses seem te have forgot- 
ten the old enmity between their kind 
and the felines. Nearly every stable 
contains a cat which dwells in friendly 
communion with the horses, which are 
also fond of dogs.
